days, that the basic reason for the sharp increase in auto 


accidents is the condition of the roads — not specially 


here, but in every community across the country.

Many secondary 


streets in Andover simply can’t handle the load they are 


expected to carry, day in and day out.

Most of the oil paintings are 
imaginative, ranging from repre- 
sentational expression to the 
abstract study of forms and space.

when they are still ‘‘fluid’’. He 
suggested that the merchants con- 
sider forming their own realestate 
corporation, to purchase the com- 
mercial properties within the 
renewal area, develop them and, 
in effect, become their own land- 
lords. If this course is not adopted, 
outside interests will probably 
purchase the area and develop it, 
leasing the buildings to various 
merchants. Mr. Franklin made no 
effort to avoid the possibility that 
some persons, in a project of this 
size, will be hurt. But he pointed 
out that the over-all good to the 
community must be considered 
when forming plans for the area. 

In this light, he mentioned that, 
although rents may be higher in a 
newly-constructed area, business 
normally increases too. He ex- 
plained that rents on Main st. 
now are unusually low, compared 
with other business areas.
